DECISION 


By a decision of the United Stales district court for N«w Jersey, 


the United States Steel corporation luts been siivcd Irom dissolution ill 
.the hands of the government under liie leruis of Hie Sherman anti-trust 
law. 
The decision, -which was unanimous, ?fts forth Ihe fact that in 


its foreign mid home trade, the corporation did not act con- 


trary to the federal trust laws, aud llie court refused tu issue an in- 
junction. 
Certain price-fixing agreements which have now been stopped 


were branded us unlawful, and the government has been allowed to retain 
j>in diction of (he bill, provided sudi practices should be renewed. 


The action against the steel corporation was in many ways the most 


important brought by the government under the chaises of the Sherman 
law, and- the result will be followed wiih eagerness by large business 
interests llyrougliont the country. 
Even iVum ihe government point of 


view it may do more good ihan some suits of previous administrations 
where a government victory was' followed by a technical penalty that 
injured nothing unless ihe administration and effectiveness of the anti- 
trust law. The famous decisions a°ainst the Standard oii (rust and the 
tobacco trust serve to make the public all the more glad that the sleel 
corporation has been vindicated by a Xcw Jersey court. 


Through the various preliminary activities surrounding this suit and 


that against the United Shoe Machinery company which had a like ending, 
it \\ ts apparent that the public attitude against big business has under- 
gone a change. There is no longer the unreasoning animosity and distrust 
of large business interests, and ihe American public, while approving of 
(he vigilance of the government and expecting that the laws be enforced, 
will rejoice when the courts find such enterprise:; as the sleel industry 
innocent of breaches of the trust laws. 


This desirable public feeling has heen fostered largely by Ihe present 


administration, for after the {aril? revision, tho government lost no oppor- 
tunity of declaring its intention to encourage American business that was 
legitimate-and that refrained from striving to influence polities selfishly, 
The anti-trust law of ihe administration was a stop in the same direction 
and its wisdom has been borne out by the court decision in the presen' 
instance. 
The suggestion is made that should the United States Stec 


corporation again resort to the unlawful price agreements, the mattei 
might be settled out of court through the agency of the new trade com- 
mission. 
Yet, this was the commission which business leaders scoffed a

newal of the note for a year. But in 
1913 the state legislature altered this 
making it impossible to renew

loan. So far so good. But in the same 
year a bill was presented to the lesis 
lature making it mandatory that al 
taxes be paid within a year after thei 
assessment.

trary fo the federal Irutt laws, and the court, refused Io issue an in- 
junction. 
Certain price-fixing agreements which have now been stopped 


were branded us unlawful, and the jrovcnimeiu tins been allowed Io re-lain 
jurisdiction of (he bill, provided such practices should ho renewed. 


The action against the steel corporal ion was in many ways the most 


important brought by the government under ihe clauses of the Sherman 
law, and the result will be followed with eagerness by large business 
interests throughout the country. 
Kvcn from the government point of 


view it may do more good than some suits of previous administrations 
where a government victory was followed'by a technical penalty that 
injured nothing unless the administration and effectiveness of Hie anti- 
trust law. The famous decisions against the Standard oil trust ar.d the 
tobacco trust serve to make ihe public all the more {.'lad lhat Ihe steel 
corporation has been vindicated by a Xew Jersey court. 


Through the various preliminary activities surrounding this suit and 


that against the United Shoe Machinery company which hiul a like ending, 
it 'wasCapparent that the public attitude against big business has under- 
gone a change. There is no longer ihe unreasoning animosity and distrust 
of large business interests, and ihe American public, while approving of 
the vigilance 'of the government and expecting that Ihe laws be enforced, 
will rejoice when the conns find such enterprises as the steel industry 
innocent of.breaches of the trust laws. 


This desirable public feeling has been fostered largely by the present 


administration, for after the tariff revision, fhe government lost no oppor- 
tunity of declaring i'ls intention to encourage American business that was 
legitimate and lhat refrained from striving in influence politics selfishly. 
The anti-trust law of the administration was a step in the same direction, 
and its wisdom has been borne out by the court decision in (he present 
instance. The. suggestion is made that should the United States Steel 
corporation again resort to ihe unlawful price agreements, the matter 
might bo settled out of court through ihe agency of fhe new -trade com- 
mission. Yet, this was the commission which business leaders scoffed at 
as impractical and aimless while the bill was in progress. 


American business'at. the present time does not stand in need of regu- 


lation as much as it stands in need of government encouragement, and 
our business leaders can gain such encouragement by voluntarily com- 
plying with the laws which are plain to all who care fo observe them. 
We are on the verge of a great era of expansion, in which the best inter- 
ests of the nation demand activity and prosperity in all our great in- 
dustries, and it is better that no large interest be crippled or impeded 
.by government suits. The laws must be respected and enforced, but if 
there is a doubt, let it be on the side of business.

SUMMER CARE OF THE LAWN 


One important job which requires 


weekly attention throughout the sum- 
mer is the care ot the lawn. 
Many 


persons make the mistake of keeping 
the lawn too rlosfilv cut. with the 
result th.it In dry weather the grass 
roots are exposed to the baneful in- 
fluence of the hot sun and of drying 
winds. 
Cut 3'our lawn 
frequently, 


hut do not set the machine too close. 
To keep the lawn looking clean at 
all times have a grass-catcher at- 
tachment 'on the mower. 
A careful 


watch for woods on the lawn should, 
of course, lie kept. 
Cut them 
out 


well below the surfaco with an old 
knife as soon as 
they are 
laJ~so 


enough to be seen. 
A roller nn the 


lawn is advisable, but it should he 
used judiciously. 
Lawns that have 


been rolled for n long time are likely 
lo become over-rolled; there is "sur- 
face cohesion" or close packing of 
the top of the soil, which prevents 
the. 
admission of air and healthy 


root development. 
The remedy for 


this condition is the use 
of 
the 


spiked 
tamper. 
A home-mado one 


which will answer the purpose may 
be made by taking a piece of 2 in. 
plank some 12 in. x 12 in. and 
in- 


serting 4 in. spikes an inch and a 
hnlt or two inches apart. It is bet-, 
ter to bore holes a little smaller 
than the spikes before driving them 
in 
to prevent 
splitting 
the 
-wood. 


Perforate 
the whole 
surface thor- 


oughly with this, give a top dress- 
ing, lightly rake it In and water the 
wholo thoroughly late In the after- 
noon. 
For an excellent summer top 


dressing mix a bushel of good garden 
soil and a bushel of natural humus. 
Spread out in a low, flat heap, add 
a mixed dressing of high-grade lime 
and mixed fertllber or ot bone with 
a couple of hnndfuls of nitrate of 
sodn. 
Mix this thoroughly and let 


it stand for a few days. 
Pulverized 


sheep manure may bo used in place 
of trie fertilizer. 
In this case use 


several 
quarts 
to 
the 
two-bushel 


heap. 
Mix this thoroughly and let 


it stand 
for a -week before 
using. 


Sprinkle this lightly over the lawn, 
adding seed to tho bare spots, nnd 
give, a thorough watering, following 
with a rolling as soon as it has 
dried off. 


Constant tillage during the growing 


season 
is nlsn essential: never let 


your soil form a hard surface crust, 
as it prevents the air from 
pene- 


trating the ground and thereby re- 
tards the growth of your plants. 


The presence of .humus In the soil. 
. tno shape of well-rotted 
horse 


manure that has been 
finely 
pul- 


verized. Is of great assistance in the 
prevention of surface 
crusts. 
Tho 


natural manure being largely .hnmus 
(decayed 
vegetable 
matter) 
is of 


vital importance in maintaining and 
increasing Ihe fertility of the poll. 


Humus is essential to plant growth, 


and tho action of tho soil towards 
moisture 
holding, 
heat, 
light 
and 


penetration of the roots is greatly 
influenced 
by it. 
The mechanical 


cultivation of the 
ground Is more 


easily 
accomplished 
where 
humus 


predominates. 
All the plant 
foods 


—nitrogen. 
phosphoric 
acid

potash—are more or less controlled

By a decision of tho United Slates district court for Now Jersey, 


fife United Slules Steel corporation lias been saved from dissolution nt 
tbe hands of Hid government- under the terms of the Sherman anti-trust 


law. 
The decision, which was unanimous, sets forth the fact that in 


iii-quiring its foreign ;md home trade, tke corporation did not not con- 
trary to the federal fruit laws, and (he court refused to issue nn in- 
junction. 
Certain price-fixing agreements which have now heen stopped 


'were branded as unlawful, and (he government has been allowed to retain 
jurisdiction of the bill, provided such practices should be renewed. 


The action ngainst the steel corporation was in many ways the most 


important brought by the government under the clauses of the Sherman 


law, 
and the result will be followed with eagerness by large business 


interests throughout the country. 
Even from the government point of 


view it may do more good than some suits of previous administrations 
where a government victory was followed by a technical penalty that 
injured nothing unless the administration and effectiveness of the anti- 
trust law. The famous decisions against the Standard oil trnsl and the 


• tobacco trust serve to make the public all the more glad that the steel 


corporation has been vindicated by a New Jersey court.

it was°app«vcnl that the public attitude against big business has under- 
gone a change.

proper, for, if the city had to meet its 
obligations at the end o£ a year. It

of mai.ure or fertilizer and work • it 
in, and be sure to get all the weeds

from between and around the

weeds during the latter part of the 
season.

roots are exposed to the baneful in- 
fluence of the hot sun and of drying 
winds. 
Cut your lawn 
frequently, 


but do not set the machine too close. 
To keep the lawn looking clean at 
all times have a grass-catcher at- 
tachment on the mower.

watch for weeds on the lawn should, 
of course, be kept.

By a decision of the United States district convl for Xew Jersey, 


the United Slates Steel corporation lias beeii saved from dissolution at 
the hands of the government under the teniis ot the Sherman nnti-trust 
Jaw. 
Tho decision, which was untuiimous, sets forth the fact that in 


Inquiring its foreign and home trade, tke corporation did not act con- 
trary to the federal trust laws, and the court reused to issue an in- 
junction. 
Certain price-fixing agreements which have now ueen stopped 


were branded as unlawful, and the government has been allowed to retain 
jurisdiction of the bill, provided such practices should be renewed. 


Toe action against the steel corporation was iu many ways Hie most 


important brought by the government under the clauses of the Sherman 
law, and the result will be followed with eagerness by large business 
interests throughout the country. 
Even from the government point of 


view it may do more good than some suits of previous administrations 
where a government victory was followed by a technical penalty that 
injured nothing unless the administration and effectiveness of the anti- 
dust law. The famous decisions against the Standard oil trust and the 
tobacco trust serve to make the public all the more glad lhat the steel 
corporation has been vindicated by a New Jersey court. 


Through the various preliminary activities surrounding this suit and 


thai against the United Shoe Machinery company which had a like ending, 
it was apparent that the public attitude against big business has under- 
gone a change. There is no longer the unreasoning animosity and distrust 
of large business interests, and the American public, while approving of 
the vigilance of the government and expecting that the laws be enforced, 
will rejoice when the courts find such enterprises as tho steel industry 
innocent 01' breaches of the trust laws.

HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION 
, 


Two aspects of the high school ques- 


tion which threatens to cost the city 
of 
Lowell 
the 
enormous 
sum 
of 


.- J700.000, or more, merit serious consid- 


eration by the taxpayers and the gen- 
eral public; these are the educational 
aspect and the financial aspect. Both 
are of the utmost importance to Lowell 
present and future. 


Considering the educational aspect, 


It is a question whether the Ipterest 
of the young people of the city would 


. not be served better 
by 
two 
high 


schools, one for girls and the other 
for boys. A great many people in this 
city so think, and the policy is advo- 
cated by many educators. But 
even 


though the present policy of a mixed 
school. be preferred, might it not be 
advisable to have a second building 
In a convenient location but entirely 
removed from the present Institution? 


The 
city council and 
the 
school 


board may be pardoned for selecting 
the easiest plan, viz: an addition to 
the present high school, but this does 
not necessarily make it the most desir- 
able, site in Lowell. There are many 
sites near to the business centre of 
the city and to the residential districts 
where a supplementary high school 
might be erected with greater advan- 
tage and with far less expense. The 
tlte favored is obscure and congested 
and would entail enormous 
property 


damages, while sites at no great dis- 


chial school of St. Peter's church would 
be creditable to our public school sys- 
tem, yet they were erected for far less 
than any public school. Instead of 
blindly asking the legislature for per- 
mission to borrow $700.000 our author- 
ities might with advantage have an 
interview on school construction with 
Rev. Dr. Keleher or Very Rev. T. Wade 
Smith, O. il. I. It either gentleman 
could be induced to superintend the 
construction of the new high 'school, 
his services in that 
capacity would 


probably save the city from $50.000 to 
?7o,000 in the construction of an up- 
to-date high school. lie could show 
some Lowell officials how to build a 
splendid and adequate new high school 
for far less than $700,000, probably less 
than half the amount. 


The high school matter is an impor- 


tant one and calls for thorough public 
discussion. 
Lowell does not wish to 


deteriorate, but It certainly does not 
wish to be saddled with enormous un- 
necessary expenses. 
The educational 


and financial side of the high school 
matter should be fully agitated and de- 
bated before we calmly submit to the 
spending of over three quarters of a 
million dollars by men with no special 
training for the task and with every 
indication of faulty judgment.

There was a rather ominous tone to 


the remarks of Commissioner Duncan 
relative to the obligations of the city 
that fall due on July 1. and one is led to 
believe from (.hem that the temporary 
can like the poor will be always with 
us, despite the fact that last year's 
administration assured the public that 
,t "would take care, of it." 


Explaining the situation, Commis- 


sioner Duncan says: 


"We are forced to do this to mal:e 


good our obligations incurred in 1313 
and 1914. It. may seem, drastic, but. 
as a matter of fact, it,is not. Most of 
the other cities in the commonwealtn 
Insist that taxes be 
paid 
within 12 


months-after they are due. The state 
law. however, says that they may be 
allowed to run for two years and, as 
I understand It, that has been the cus- 
tom in Lowell. But see how manifest- 
ly unfair it is. 
Prior to 1313 it was possible for the 


city of Lowell, as well ae other mu- 
nicipalities, to borrow money for one 
year in anticipation of taxes, and then, 
at the expiration of that year, if the 
taxes were not all paid, to get a re- 
newal of the note for a year. But in 
1813 the .state"legislature altered this, 
making.it impossible to renew that 
loan. So far so gooJ. But in the same 
year a bill was presented to the legis- 
lature making It mandatory that all 
taxes he paid within a year after, their 
assessment. 
That bill was 
perfectly 


proper, for, if the city had to meet its 
obligations at the end of a year, it 
was, of course, right that the citizens 
should meet theirs at the end ot the 
same 
period. 
But

lacked the sand 
to
